Kicking the car habit 

Ecology Action Centre unveils plan for alternative transportation

Here’s hoping it’s just a 
coincidence an environment 
press conference yesterday was 
interrupted by an 
announcement about the Titan¬ 
ic exhibit. 

But maybe some higher power, 
or the Maritime Museum of the 
Atlantic announcement guy, was 
trying to make a point. 

Meanwhile, the Ecology Action 
Centre was making a point of its 
own — Nova Scotia needs to 
wean itself off cars. The centre re¬ 
leased its green mobility strategy, 
which gives eight suggestions on 
how to do that. 

“For the past 60 to 70 years our 
cities have been designed around 
the automobile,” said strategy co¬ 
author Laena Garrison. 


“We can no longer rely upon 
automobiles for our usual trans¬ 
portation. It’s no longer environ¬ 
mentally, socially or economically 
sustainable.” 

The plan calls for centralizing 
the population in accessible ar¬ 
eas, while funding public transit 
and alternative ways to get 
around. 

“We need public transit, cy¬ 
cling and walking trails, maybe 
even rail,” said Garrison. 

One of the speakers, Wolfville 
Coun. Bill Zimmerman, said such 
large-scale shifts in society take a 
generation to complete. He ar¬ 
gued the government needs to in¬ 
vest in the plan right away to in¬ 
grain the changes in society. 

“Buses are running every half- 
hour or hour. We need them to be 
running every 15 minutes,” he 
said. “That’s how we get people 
like lawyers to ride the bus. Be-

Rev. Michael Alden Fells of 
Digby will travel to Halifax 
with his son and a dozen 
or so supporters next 
Tuesday to protest by the 
Gottingen Street Halifax 
Regional Police station. 

Fells’s son Nathaniel 
Fells, 19, and his friend 
William Drummond, 20, al¬ 
lege a group of Halifax Re¬ 
gional Police officers, along 
with some Digby police offi¬ 
cers, started a fight with 
them on Tuesday night in 
downtown Digby. 

They say the officers con¬ 
fronted them and hurled 
racial slurs and insults at 
the two young black men. 

Halifax Regional Police 
acknowledge that five or six 
of their officers were in¬ 
volved in an altercation that 
night in Digby, but they’ve 


started an internal investi¬ 
gation into what role the of¬ 
ficers played. 

The major crime unit of 
the RCMP is also investigat¬ 
ing the incident and the 
Halifax and Digby officers 
who were involved. 

Fells said he’s tried to do 
everything he can to get 
help in this situation and 
has even written to Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper. 

The Halifax police depart¬ 
ment has stated Fells and 
Drummond have never 
filed a formal complaint 
against any of their officers. 

So that’s what they in¬ 
tend to do in Halifax, Fells 
said, adding they will also 
protest in front of the police 
station for what they be¬ 
lieve was racist and crimi¬ 
nal behaviour. 

Both Jeff Carr with the 
Halifax Regional Police and 
RCMP’s Joe Taplin said in¬ 
vestigations are ongoing.

Crewmen face porn charges

Two Filipino crewmen on 
a container ship that was 
in the Port of Halifax this 
week face charges for 
smuggling child pornogra¬ 
phy. 

Local border services of¬ 
ficers arrested two men af¬ 
ter discovering child 
pornography on a pair of 


laptops Monday. 

The men will appear in 
Dartmouth provincial court 
for a bail hearing today. 

Laurie Gillmore, a 
spokeswoman for Canada 
Border Services Agency, 
says the laptop images 
were discovered during a 
routine search. 

“One had boys and girls 
as young as eight or nine 
years old,” Gillmore said. 
“The second one had girls 


“One had [laptop images of] boys and 
girls as young as eight or nine years old.” 

CBSA spokeswoman Laurie Gillmore 


as young as 12 or 14.” 

Gillmore said border serv¬ 
ices officers often perform 
routine searches of electron¬ 
ic devices like laptops. 

“They were looking 
through the laptop, found 
the prohibited material 


and then brought in our 
investigators,” she said. 

The men were charged 
with smuggling prohibited 
goods under the Customs 
Act. If convicted, they 
could be deported and 
fined up to $1,000. 


Halifax regional police 
are also investigating the 
seizure and may also lay 
criminal charges against 
the men. 

“We’ve sent an investiga¬ 
tor to assist them in review¬ 
ing the equipment they’ve 
seized to determine if there 
are any grounds for criminal 
charges,” police spokesman 
Const. Jeff Carr said. 

The men’s ship left port 
without them.

For the third week in a 
row, Nova Scotians have 
seen slight drops in the 
price of fuel. 

Service Nova Scotia Minis¬ 
ter Jamie Muir said yesterday 
that gas price regulation has 
been good for Nova Scotia. 

But just to make sure, the 
province will soon begin a 
second review of the price 
regulation policy since it 
was put in place in 2006. 

The department is ready 
to put out a request for 
proposals for the review 
and hopes to have a report 
back by October. 

He said they’ll be looking 
for a few things from the re¬ 
view: “Is regulation the most 
appropriate way to deal with 
gasoline and diesel prices in 
Nova Scotia?” for example. 

He said so far it has in¬ 
creased stability, especially 
during such volatile times, 
and it has protected small 
retailers. 


Gypsum workers 
face removal 

blockade Workers blockad¬ 
ing the Federal Gypsum 
plant in Point Tupper could 
be removed by police, said a 
company representative. 

Tammy Kemp, director 
of risk and compliance for 
Century Services, Federal 
Gypsum’s creditor, de¬ 
scribed her options as lim¬ 
ited if workers continued 
to refuse to take down the 
blockade or to negotiate. 

Wednesday was the sec¬ 
ond day in a row that the 
workers, who are owed 
about four weeks’ back 
wages, staged the blockade. 
They are concerned that if

Sentencing of homeless shelter arsonist

A woman who admitted 
to burning down a Halifax 
homeless shelter may be 
sentenced as a dangerous 
offender. 

A judge adjourned the 
sentencing of 31-year-old 
Kirsten Overton yesterday 
after the Crown requested 
more time to look into oth¬ 
er matters in the United 
States and two other 
provinces. 

Overton pleaded guilty to 
a charge of arson for setting 
a May 16 blaze at Barry 
House, a women’s homeless 
shelter on Gottingen Street.

More 
evidence 
needed 
on fires

No charges are coming for 
the forest fires that forced 
the evacuation of 5,000 
people. 

Natural Resources have 
suspects for both the 
Porters Lake-Lake Echo fire 
and the Tantallon fire, but 
they aren’t laying charges, 
said John Mombourquette, 
director of enforcement 
with Natural Resources. 

“We have a lot of evi¬ 
dence, but the issue be¬ 
comes one that if we’re go¬ 
ing to court, we have to 
have a sense we’re reason¬ 
ably confident we would ob¬ 
tain a conviction,” he said. 

“At this point, we’re not 
convinced we have that 
kind of evidence.” 

But both cases will be 
kept open because there’s 
still a possibility they could 
get a tip that would com¬ 
plete their evidence. 

“Essentially we’re miss¬ 
ing some pieces of the puz¬ 
zle to be able to prove it 
beyond a reasonable doubt 
in a court of law,” said 
Mombourquette 

He wouldn’t elaborate 
on how many suspects 
there are because of the 
ongoing investigation, but 
he did say they’re not look¬ 
ing for anyone else. 

But he did say the fires, 
which destroyed two 
homes on Candy Mountain 
Road in June, were not 
connected and are not con¬ 
sidered arson. 

“Both fires were set inten¬ 
tionally. The fact that they 
got out of control and 
turned into the fires they 
were was unintentional,” 
Mombourquette said.

Hunting 
seals saves 
groundfish:

POWER Geothermal energy is 
not just something that 
comes from the abandoned 
coalmines in Springhill. Ralph 
Ross of Ross Refrigeration has 
partially completed a project 
to install a closed-loop geot¬ 
hermal system at the former 
Jerry's Ltd. building that will 


soon house Maggie's Place 
Family Resource Centre on 
Elmwood Drive in Amherst 
“This is something that has 
never been done before in 
this community. It's the first 
of its kind here," Ross said 
while watching workers place 
a trio of wells behind the 


building. Ross has worked 
with geothermal power for 
about 35 years in and around 
Springhill. 

HARVEST Two Colchester 
County strawberry producers 
say it's been a good year as 
the end of the strawberry 


season draws closer. Curtis 
Millen in Great Village and 
Onslow's Jim Lorraine both 
expect the season will close 
soon. “We're getting down to 
days,” Millen said 
Wednesday. “We're winding 
it up," Lorraine said. “It's 
been a great season. We've 


had the best season we ever 
had.” He said he had 
Jamaicans weed his crop last 
year, resulting in a bumper 
season. “This year we had 
tremendous crops,” he said. 
“The weather certainly has 
co-operated with us.”

At the same time the Euro¬ 
pean Union is Looking to 
cut the import of seal 
products with proposed 
new regulations, Nova 
Scotia wants to expand its 
commercial seal hunt. 

Currently the quota for 
the harvest of grey seals in 
the province is 12,000 per 
year. 

But Fisheries and Aqua¬ 
culture Minister Ron 
Chisholm said yesterday 
he’s looking to double that 
amount. 

“The fishermen feel 
around a 20,000 to 25,000 
per year quota would level 
out the seal population over 
a certain period of time,” he 
said. 

The seal population has 
grown by about 75 per cent 
over the past 15 or 16 years 
since the province’s mora¬ 
torium on groundfish har¬ 
vesting was put in place, he 
said. 

And the fish stocks aren’t 
recovering because the 
seals are eating too many, 
he said. 

But Sheryl Fink, a re¬ 
searcher with the Interna¬ 
tional Fund for Animal Wel¬ 
fare, said there’s no scientif¬ 
ic research to support that 
claim. 

“I’m not aware of any sci¬ 
ence that actually shows 
that killing more seals 
would have a demonstrable 
effect on any ground fish 
stock in Atlantic Canada,” 
she said. 

Chisholm said the 
province has continuing 
conversations with the fed¬ 
eral government about ex¬ 
panding the seal harvest in 
Nova Scotia. 

He said even Sable Island 
should be considered for 
the hunt, but since it’s a 
wilderness protected area 
the feds may not agree. 

Chisholm said he hopes 
the EU recognizes sealers in 
Canada harvest seals in a 
humane and responsible 
way and their products 
should be exempt from the 
proposed regulations to ban 
seal products resulting from 
cruel, inhumane killing. 


Manageable level 

• Liberal fisheries critic 
Harold Theriault said he 
agrees with Chisholm about 
expanding the seal harvest 
in Nova Scotia. “If we don't 
harvest these seals down to 
a manageable level, na¬ 
ture's going to wipe them 
out,” he said. But Sheryl 
Fink with IFAW, said that's 
simply not the case.

Baird touts climate plan

“You’ll find that the na¬ 
tional numbers will call for 
greater reductions than 
the provincial numbers,” 
Baird told Torstar yester¬ 
day after taking a look at 
the draft cap-and-trade de¬ 
tails released this week un¬ 
der the so-called Western 
Climate Initiative, which 
Ontario is now backing. 

“What are their num¬ 
bers? What sort of a reduc¬ 
tion are they seeking over 
what emissions are today?” 

The Western Climate Ini¬ 
tiative is a product of envi¬ 
ronmental co-operation 


• Liberal Leader Stephane Dion, 
who is out this summer push¬ 
ing for a carbon-tax proposal, 
has said this week that he has 
no objections to the cap-and- 


among seven states and 
four Canadian provinces. 

This week, the WCI un¬ 
veiled more details of how 
the cross-border plan 
would work to cap and 
trade emissions. Basically, 
it proposes to set a hard 
cap in advance of each year 
from 2012 to 2020, but it 
also allows businesses that 
can’t meet their cap tar¬ 
gets to buy emission “cred¬ 
its” from cleaner firms.

High oil prices masking 
economic woes: Expert

Even with the failed 
mentorship program, 
immigrants are still choos¬ 
ing to call Nova Scotia 
home.

Conservation 
group buys 
B.C. land 

wilderness A massive area 
in southeastern B.C. — 
owned by a German duke 
who bought the land dur¬ 
ing the Cold War as a safe 
haven against the Commu¬ 
nists — is becoming a sanc¬ 
tuary for caribou and other 
threatened species. 

The federal government 
and Nature Conservancy of 
Canada, a private non-profit 
conservation organization, 
are paying $125-million for 
the land and an 
endowment fund to protect 
the 550 square kilometres 
of wilderness. 

The land is situated 
between the towns of Nel¬ 
son, Salmo and Creston in 
the West Kootenay region 
of British Columbia, a 
region of lakes, peaks and 
valleys that conservations 
have long argued should be 
protected. 

The land had been 
owned by the Duke of 
Wuerttemberg since 1967. 

The duke wanted a 
haven in Canada in case 
the Cold War heated up, 
said his general manager 
Christian Schadendorf, 
who runs Pluto Darlcwoods 
Forestry Corp. The duke’s 
representatives have been 
negotiating for three years 
with the NCC to donate 
and sell his property, 
donate and sell.

IOC bans Iraq 
from Games 

politics Iraq has been 
banned from the Games 
because of a government 
decision to disband the 
countiy’s National Olympic 
Committee, a senior offi¬ 
cial said yesterday. 

“This morning we were 
informed of the final deci¬ 
sion of the International 
Olympic Committee to 
suspend the membership 
of the Iraqi Olympic Com¬ 
mittee,” NOC general sec¬ 
retary Hussein al-Amidi 
said. “It is a blow to Iraq 
and its international repu¬ 
tation, its athletes and its 
youth.” 

The government of Iraq 
disbanded the NOC in May 
because of a dispute over 
how it had been 
assembled. 

The IOC gave Iraq a 
deadline to reinstate the 
committee but the govern¬ 
ment has refused to back 
down.

Will the international 
media finally enjoy the 
“complete freedom” Bei¬ 
jing organizers publicly 
promised on July 12,2001 
— the day before they 
won the rights to host the 
2008 Summer Games? 

“We will give the media 
complete freedom to report 
when they come to China,” 
Beijing organizing commit¬ 
tee vice-president Wang 
Wei pledged at a press con¬ 
ference then. 

But even before these 
Games have begun, many 
say that promise has al¬ 
ready been broken. 

Recently, Human Rights 
Watch lambasted the Chi¬ 
nese government for ob¬ 
structing and threatening 
foreign journalists — and 
their sources — in violation 
of continued pledges to en¬ 
sure press freedom. 

In a scathing 71-page re¬ 
port, the human rights 
watchdog documented in 
detail how foreign corre¬ 
spondents in China face ha¬ 
rassment and intimidation 
by “government officials or 
their proxies” when they 
pursue stories that embar¬ 
rass authorities, expose 
wrongdoing or document 
social unrest. 

The effects of violating 


those pledges “will linger 
long after the last athletes 
have left Beijing,” the orga¬ 
nization’s Sophie Richard¬ 
son warned. 

But that warning went 
unheeded. China’s Olympic 
organizers have now gone 
one step further. 

Reports indicate they in¬ 
tend to restrict live broad¬ 
casts from Beijing’s Tianan¬ 
men Square during the 
Olympic period to two nar¬ 
row time slots per day: 6 
a.m. to 10 a.m. and 9 p.m. 
till 11 p.m., local time. 

Authorities want to keep 
a tight rein on Tiananmen. 


They fear it could become a 
focal point for protests. 

But some observers were 
never persuaded by the 
promises of press freedom 
in the first place. 

“I don’t think complete 
freedom is possible,” says Li 
Datong, the former editor 
of a leading government pa¬ 
per who is now one of Chi¬ 
na’s most insightful com¬ 
mentators. 

“If nothing happens and 
you go out and do normal 
reporting on the Games, ob¬ 
viously you’re going to en¬ 
joy ‘complete freedom.’ 
Who is going to restrain 


sports reporting? But if 
something happens, like a 
protest — there’s going to 
be a problem.” 

In Beijing the possibility 
of protests seems to grow 
slimmer by the day as secu¬ 
rity in and around the city 
continues to tighten. 

Last week a cordon of 
checkpoints was estab¬ 
lished around Beijing. 

Weeks ago a security 
force of 100,000 was put on 
alert inside the capital. 

The potential for protest 
remains a Chinese leader¬ 
ship obsession — a night¬ 
mare waiting in the wings. 


That’s not because 
protests never happen. Tens 
of thousands of protests and 
riots occur in China every 
year. But the Chinese gov¬ 
ernment keeps such tight 
control on the domestic me- 
g dia that few protests ever 
™ get reported. 

The government’s obses¬ 
sion is due to the arrival of 
25,000 additional foreign 
journalists and the likeli¬ 
hood that any protest will 
be beamed instantly around 
the world — and the Chi¬ 
nese government would 
lose face. 

“International media cov¬ 
erage is mainly about mi- 
anzi (face),” explains Li. 

And so are these Games. 

But if there are protests, 
they’ll be covered. 

Veteran journalist Sandy 
MacIntyre, who directs 
news for APTN, the televi¬ 
sion network of The Associ¬ 
ated Press, says he doubts 
restrictive measures will in¬ 
hibit journalists from doing 
their job. 

“We’ve signed up to be 
able to go anywhere and re¬ 
port anything,” he said in 
an interview from New 
York, “and that’s the way 
we intend to approach it on 
the ground.”

Grant ready for WJC camp 

QMJHL star hoping to make impression in bid to represent Canada

When Alex Grant was 13, 
one of his biggest thrills 
was watching Jeff Woywit- 
ka lead Canada to victory 
over the U.S. at the 2003 
world junior championship 
at the Metro Centre. 

Woywitka, now a St. 
Louis Blues defenceman, 
scored the game-winner 
midway through the third 
period in a 3-2 semifinal 
win before a jam-packed 
house of 10,594. 

This weekend, Grant will 
take a big step toward liv¬ 
ing that experience in Woy- 
witlca’s skates, as he partic¬ 
ipates in Canada’s under- 
20 tryout camp in Ottawa 
starting tomorrow. 

The camp is the first step 
toward suiting up in red 
and white at the 2009 
world junior at Scotiabanlc 
Place in Ottawa. 

“It was ridiculous — the 
fans were all going crazy 


and the place was so loud,” 
Grant recalled. “That’s 
what it’s like in any city in 
Canada ... The difference 
in Ottawa is, they’ll have 
9,000 more fans, so it will 
be that much crazier.”

Not that Grant is getting 
ahead of himself. The 
Antigonish native and 
Saint John Sea Dogs blue- 
liner knows he has a big 
job ahead if he wants to 
wear the Maple Leaf over 
the holidays. 

He is one of 16 defence- 


men at the camp, and 
three of them won gold at 
last year’s world junior. Of 
those 16, only one —Jared 
Spurgeon — was drafted 
lower than Grant, who was 
picked 118th overall by the 
Pittsburgh Penguins in 
2006. 

“It’s gonna be tough, and 
it’s going to require a lot of 
hard work,” Grant said. 
“You’re not going to make 
the team just from this 
camp. You’ve got to make a 
good first impression, then 
you’ve got to have a good 
first half of the season.” 

Grant, the Sea Dogs’ cap¬ 
tain, is coming off a break¬ 
through campaign that saw 
him score 48 points in 70 
games. He has represented 
Canada at the under-18 lev¬ 
el before. 

“The under-18 was great, 
but the amount of expo¬ 
sure and publicity you get 
at the under-20 is amaz¬ 
ing,” Grant said. “To be part 
of it, especially in Canada, 
would be special.”

A Terminal Romance 


'Rock jail' helps Matt Mays & El Torpedo nail sound

At one point during the 
making of what would 
become the definitive fol¬ 
low-up to Matt Mays & El 
Torpedo’s 2005 self-titled 
debut, the rockers’ 
driving force likened the 
recording process to 
“rock jail.” 

The 28-year-old Mays, 
drummer Tim Jim Baker, 
guitarist Jay Smith and 
bassist Andy Patil spent 
weeks in late 2007 holed 
up in London with U.K.- 
based co-producer Chris 
Tsangarides (Thin Lizzy, Ju¬ 
das Priest, Black Sabbath, 
Tragically Hip) tracking, 
mixing, re-tracking, to the 
degree where, in Mays’ 
terms, “where we were al¬ 
most nauseous about it. It 
was bad for our health.” 

Given all the hours of ex¬ 
treme concentration on 
tightly knit playing and 
guitar-heavy rock riffs 


evoking classic Thin Lizzy, 
Badfinger and even Bruce 
Springsteen, how apropos 
that Mays would title the 
end product Terminal Ro¬ 
mance. 

“Going into the previous 
El Torpedo record, there 
were no preconceived no¬ 
tions on what it was going 
to sound like. It was just 
plug in and play,” Mays 
tells Metro. “But this new 
one was a real test. We re¬ 
did a lot of tracks, remixed 
a lot of things, recorded 
different versions of songs 
on different continents ... 

“Now that’s it done, I 
can say we’ve made a great 
album because at one 
point it wasn’t a great al¬ 
bum.” 

Along the way, two of 
Mays’ original Torpedos 
bandmates — guitarist Jar- 
rett Murphy and key¬ 
boardist Rob Crowell — 
quit. And an even bigger 
change was Mays’ decision 
to uproot himself from his 
familiar Halifax comfort

zone to the far-from- 
familiar surroundings of 
New York City. 

“With me, I felt I was 
getting stagnant living in 
Halifax,” explains Mays, 
who grew up in nearby 
Cole Harbour and started 
his career as a member of 
the rootsy flavoured group 
The Guthries. “And as any 
artist will probably tell 
you, change is a big part of 
fuelling good art. You need 
some kind of change of 
surroundings.” 

Mays is no stranger to 
shaking things up, of 
course. In 2006, the multi¬ 


ple East Coast Music 
Award winner and Juno 
nominee released a sound¬ 
track to a shelved film 
project, When The Angels 
Make Contact, with Mays 
venturing as far away from 
the balls-out rock of El Tor¬ 
pedo as possible. 

So far, moving to Ameri¬ 
ca has proven to be advan¬ 
tageous. The group landed 
a lucky break opening for 
Kid Rock’s most recent 
tour. And despite of all the 
recent stories regarding 
the headliner and his re¬ 
ported off-stage antics, 
Mays claims the Kid is in¬ 
deed all right. 

“I don’t really care about 
all that other stuff that’s 
reported on him,” Mays 
says. “The guy’s been in 
this business for a long 
time. He’s a great guitar 
player and he sings incred¬ 
ibly well. But the way he 
comes across to people, I 
mean, that’s just his on¬ 
stage schtick — it’s not 
who he is as a real person.”

Vampire Weekend faces 
the danger of getting 
killed with kindness. 

Sources in the know have 
gushed over the four Ivy 
League preppies from New 
York — named by Spin 
Magazine as “The Year’s 
Best New Band” in their 
March 2008 issue — and 
how they’ve appropriated 
African sounds into their 
perky, self-titled indie pop 
release. The album earned 
ubiquitous comparisons 
with Paul Simon’s 1986 
Grammy Award-winning 
Graceland, a work he 
recorded in South Africa 
that featured several of that 
country’s artists. But Vam¬ 
pire Weekend accepts the 
praise “with a grain of salt,” 
says keyboardist Rostam 
Batmanglij. One can easily 
tell the band frets that the 


“world music” label the 
press has given them, and 
that the Columbia Universi¬ 
ty grads consider inaccu¬ 
rate, might stick. 

“F—lc them!” he says over 
the phone from Utrecht, 
Holland. “I’ve read stuff 
about us that the press has 
written and half the time 
they don’t know what 
they’re talking about.

hate jet lag. I’m OK go¬ 
ing west, but when I 
travel east, a gauzy cur¬ 
tain of confusion de¬ 
scends across my eyes 
and I turn into a burbling 
airhead for close to a week. 
I once flew non-stop from 
Singapore to New York — 
19 hours — and by the time 
I tried to collect my luggage, 
I had lost the will to live. 


This is why I could never be 
in a major rock band. 

At this moment, every 
member of Coldplay is los¬ 
ing their spot in the space- 
time continuum, some¬ 
thing from which they 
won’t recover from for at 
least twelve months. 

Having flown from the 
U.K. to Chicago earlier this 
week to start their world 
tour — a shift of six time 
zones — the band is cur¬ 
rently somewhere in tran¬ 
sit to Philadelphia, putting 
them one hour closer to 
what they’re used to in 
London. But by Sunday, 
they’ll have shifted west 
three times zones — eight 
hours out of sync with 
home — for their gig at the 


Pemberton Festival near 
Whistler, B.C. Two days lat¬ 
er, body clocks will be 
jerked back to EDT so they 
can play Montreal on Tues¬ 
day and Toronto Wednes¬ 
day and Thursday. 

By the time things wrap 
up in Boston on August 4th, 
they’ll be dazed, confused 
and exhausted — just in 
time to fly nearly 11,000 
kilometres (a 14-hour non¬ 
stop flight) for two festival 
appearances in Japan start¬ 
ing on the 9th. They’ll have 
to summon the energy to 
perform in front of 80,000 
people after disrupting 
their already ragged circadi¬ 
an rhythms by 13 hours. 

Mercifully, Coldplay has 
two-and-a-half weeks to re¬ 


cover before a 23-date Euro¬ 
pean fall tour which will in¬ 
volve resetting watches by 
no more than an hour. But 
by mid-October, they’ll have 
to break out the melatonin 
again because they’re 
scheduled for another coast- 
to-coast North American 
trek, including Ottawa on 
October 20. And before 
Chris can settle down with 
Gwyneth and the kids for 
Christmas, there are 15 
more dates in the U.K. and 
Ireland. 

Once the holidays are 
over, it’s time to address 
the summer touring sea¬ 
son in Australia and New 
Zealand, which means ad¬ 
justing nine hours on the 
flight to Sydney. Once the 


Aussies and the Kiwis are 
sated, it’ll be time for the 
2009 festival circuit 
through the northern 
hemisphere. 

The good news is that at 


this stage of the game, no 
one is flying economy.

(Richard Jenkins), Brennan 
finds himself sharing a 
house with a new dad and 
his 40-something son Dale 
(John C. Reilly). Every bit 
Brennan’s immature equal, 
the new step brothers 
square off like tantrum- 
filled toddlers.

feature Kevin Costner ad¬ 
mits the premise on which 
Swing Vote is based might 
be far-fetched, but nearly 
eveiything else that hap¬ 
pens after Costner’s char¬ 
acter becomes the one 
man in the whole of the 
United States whose vote 
will decide the outcome of 
a presidential election is 
plausible. The reality of 
the situation hits home 
during a montage scene of 
political pundits from 
across the cable spectrum, 
weighing in on Costner’s 
hapless Bud, with HBO’s 
Bill Maher letting loose 
with his usual scorn. 

“I actually pulled for Bill

It’s an election year, and 
everyone in Hollywood 
seems to have taken aside, 
and while Costner admits 
to being a political junkie, 
he says he’s loathe to get 
on a soapbox.

Youth to 
carry piece 
of pride 
history 

parade Instead of one 
large rainbow flag, this 
year’s Halifax Pride 
Parade will see two 
banners being carried 
through the city. 

Leading Saturday’s 
parade will by a piece of 
gay pride history. The six- 
by 12-metre flag is part of 
a kilometre-long rainbow 
ribbon first unfurled in 
Key West, Fla., in 2003. 

It marked the 25th an¬ 
niversary of the eight- 
colour flag as a symbol for 
gay pride and was later 
cut into segments and 
sent to pride 

organizations around the 
world. 

Eight people — mostly 
youth — will be carrying 
that flag. They each 
submitted a story to the 
Halifax Pride committee 
telling why they wanted 
to carry the symbol. 

“It has been a little diffi¬ 
cult for me to pick who is 
doing it; everyone has this 
coming out story,” said Ed 
Savage, organizer of the 
parade. “They are stories 
about how Pride has made 
people feel comfortable 
with coming out. 

“The reasons why 
include wanting to show 
the fact their parents walk 
with them, another want¬ 
ed to walk the flag 
because their friend came 
out this year. It’s stories 
like that, and coming out 
at a young age — 
something many of us did¬ 
n’t have the chance to do.” 

A second flag will also 
be carried at the back of 
the parade by a group 
from Truro called 
Rainbow Pride. Last year, 
councillors in that 
community voted against 
flying the gay pride flag. 

“They had requested to 
carry the flag at the front, 
but we didn’t want to cut 
out all the individuals 
who also wanted too,” 
said Savage. 

The parade begins to 
wind its way through 
downtown Halifax tomor¬ 
row at 1:30 p.m.
